Navigation of the Colorado. . 


It a question of vita} importance te 
all of those. whe now. or may hereafter, 


iuodadit the Great Basia, whether that 


WiayniGcent stream, whose sources are 
in the Rocky mountains, and one large 
tributary of which, iteelf ia many places 
a navigable river, flows from regions 
ath! further north, can be made available 
for the uses of commefce, ia briaging 
within the reach of easy land transpor- 
tation, those articles of luxury and ue- 
cessity which are now brought at great 
cost and over desert roads more than a 
thousand miles to Utah. | 

We have long been of the opinion. 
formed trem actual observation, that the 
Colorado, sooner or later, would be 
used for the purposes named, as, if navi- 
gable, it is as certainly the natural chan- 
nel of commercial intercourse between 
Utab and the outside world. This point 
seems now to be definitely settled and 
the feasibility of bringing steam trans- 


portation up to the southern borders of | 


this Territory, proved beyond a perad- 
venture. It now only remains for the 
merchants ot Utah te encourage the en- 
terprise by their patronage, and, as such 
patronage would result in great advant- 
age to themselves as well as to the en- 
tire community, we cannot dowbt it will 
be offered. 

We had the pleasure of a vist recent- 
ly, from Capt. Thomas E. Truworthy. an 
old and well-known California steam- 
boat man, who bas succeeded in bring- 
ing the steamer Esmeralda up the Colo- 
rado to a point, where she now lies, only 
twenty-eight miles below the new town 
of Canlville, lately established on the 
river. at the mouth of the Los Vegas, 
some three hundred and fifty to four 
hundred miles from Salt Lake City The 
Emeralda is 116 feet in length over all. 
by 26 feet breadth aeross the guards, and 
draws 17 iwches when light. On her up 
ward trip she towed a barge astern 126 
feet in length with 26 feet breadth of 
beam. and. whea it is considered that 


_ the river during the winter, is at its lew 


est stage, the practicability of its navi- 
gation would seem to be settled by the 
demonstration of Capt. Trnwortby. 

In guarantee of his own confidence he 
offers to undertake the deliver, at Caul- 
ville of any ameuat of freight, net less 
than one hundred tons, at a cost one 
third less than the priees now paid for 
its transportation overland. and, for the 
performance of which, be will. if requir- 
ed, give good and sufficient bonds. The 
present rates for freight from San Fran- 
cisco by the river are as follows: To 
the mouth $20 per ton. to Ha dy’s Lind- 
ing, above Fort Mojava, $100. beyond 
which point the ravigation has been 
discouraged by those interested in not 
extending it further and hitherto by 
many believed to be impessiele. But 
this adventure of the Esmeralda. under 
the experienced gwidanee of Captain 
Truworthy, bas placed it in the power 
of our merchants to make Coulville the 
head of steam navigation, although ii 
may interfere with the echemes of par- 
ties, whose interests wonld place it more 

ban a bandred mies lower down the 
river. The opportunity, so long desir 
ed, bas arrived at last, and we trust the 
enterprise of Capt. Truworthy will not 
be disceuraged for want of patronage 
and that the interests of moneyed men 
of Utah will enable them to make the 
Esmeralda a permanent institution on 
the upper waters of the Colorado.

By-Laws ef Rush Vailey Mining 


District, as Amended, March 4th, 
A. D. 1865, re 


ART. 1. Thie District shalt. include 
‘that portion of territory situated in the 
Territory of Utah, as follows: 

Beginning at a point on the northern 
est Mountain Mining 
District, where it intersects the eastern 
Une of Tooele county, to follow this line. 
to the point of its intersection with the 
southern boundary line of West Moun- 
tain Mining District; thence along said 
line to its intersection with the one hun. 
dred and fourteenth (114°) degree of 
longitude west from Greenwich; thence 
aloug sui one hundred and fourteenth 
(114) degree of longitude to the forty- 
first (41) parallel of latitude north; 
thence east to place of beginning. The 
game to be known as the Rush Valley 
Mining Dstrict. 

ArT. 2. The extent of u claim on any 
mineral vein shall be two hundred (200) 
feet along the lode, with a width of one 
hundred (100) feet on each side pf the 
lode, including all its dips, spurs, angles, 
depths, widths, off-shouts, vut-croppings, 
variations and all the minerals and other 
valuables therein contained: and priori- 
ty uf location shall determine the ownei- 
ship of all cross or other leads traversing 
rouud claimed under these laws.
